Many moist eyes were in the crowds, 
but the boys bore up bravely and seemed 
happy. The 4th Inft band headed the 
Adams county quota of 120 as they march­ 
ed from the court house to the W. M. sta­ 
tion. Eleven of the 140 called did not 
present themselves, some being already in 
the army and the others having equally 
good reasons. Nine were excused from 
leaving on Thursday for lack of railroad 
accommodations 
Their pay will date 
from Wenno^day. In the 120 were some 
men who had left excellent positions. 
As a fitting farewell to the young men 
of the Hanover District who left Thursday 
morning for Camp Meade, Md., to join 
the new National Army, a parade was held 
that morning, which was witnessed by 
thousands of people. The district sent 
only 130 men, four short of its quota, on 
account of the state board’s failure to 
properly certify asufRcient number. 
lo Adams County’s liat are 23 men who 
claimed exemption and were refused. Of 
these 23 many are farmers, while there are 
a number of men who asked exemption on 
the ground of being married, and at least 
one requested it on the basis that he was 
the support of a widowed mother. Some 
of these claims were allowed by the local 
board and then refused by the district 
board. 
Adams county men at Camp Mewlo 
have been assigned to the part of the can­ 
tonment known as Block S,’^ which is to 
include the selected men of Dauphin, York, 
Lancaster, Schuylkill, local board 3; Leb­ 
anon, Berks, Reading.

For $7,500,000 Contemplates Building 
•nd Machinery, and Largo Number of 
Experts Is Expected to Bo Called For 
If Money la Granted. 


Washington.—This city's greatly aug- 


mented number of government em- 
ployees since the beginning of war 
preparations is to be still further add- 
ed to should congress grant an appro- 
priation for $7,500,000 asked for by 
Secretary Daniels to increase the ca- 
pacity of the naval gun factory at the 
Washington navy yard. While the Im- 
mediate need of this appropriation is 
for buildings and machinery, the nec- 
essary men to operate the machines 
will be required Lu due time, and it is 
estimated that from 1.000 to 1.300 ex- 
pert machinists will be added to the 
present force. 


To date more than 500 men have been 


added to the force at the Washington 
navy yard since the United States de- 
clared a state of v.*ar to exist between 
this country and Germany, and Secre- 
tary Daniels' request for a larger gun 
factory means that a much larger force 
of men will be needed here. 


Guns, mounts, torpedoes, mines, tele- 


scopes, sights, optical instruments and 
miscellaneous ordnance supplies arc to 
be made at this gun factory Lu large 
numbers. 


The proposed work includes the con- 


struction of a six story machine shop 
for mines. mor.nts and torpedoes, a five 
story pattern and wood working shop, 
an extension to the power plant, a new 
brass fouiidry. an extension of tlic- 
steel forging plant, an optical shop, 
range fiutliug tov.-er*, administration 
buildings, qr.ortcrrf for enlisted person- 
nel under iiis-truetion and thc> extension 
of the yard senKe system to bi:pply 
adequately rhcse now .strrctur^s. Buikl- 
ings are estimated to cost So.000.000 
and equipment needed will amount to 
$2,500.000. 


Daniels Diccusces Plan. 


Discussing his recommendation for 


the appropriation, Secietary Daniels 
said: 


"Tlie naval gun factory, possessing 


as it does a complete organization and 
a large working force. Is readily adapt 
ed to increasing ito fac-Otics for deliv- 
ery of guns, mounts and (thcr muni- 
tions.

Some of the 
breads winch may be made by substi- 
tuting different materials for all or a 
pait oi the Hour are whole wheat 
bioad, shorts bread, 
cornmeal 
aud 


wheat biead. shoits cookies, cotton- 
se-ed meal gingerbread, corn dodgers 
and I.ostori blown bread. 


Whole wheat flour has been sug- 


gested as a substitute for white flour 
because it oilers opportunity foi utiliz- 
ing as human food parts ot the wheat 
grain which were formeily used exclu- 
sively for other purposes. 
Only about 


7-' per cent of the wheat gram*is used 
for while patent flour The rest is 
sold as bran or shoits for stock food. 
Whole wheat flour contains about 85 
per cent of the wheat grain 
This 


means that a given supply oi wheat 
made into whole wheat flour will teed 
a larger number of people than the 
iame amount of wheat made into white 
•lour. 


Whole wheat bread is a better food 


than white bread because it contain- 
"t larger percentage of the mineral mat 
*er and other valuable food constitu- 
onts than the white bread. Both whole 
wheat aud graham flour have the 
added advantage of containing a large 
proportion of the coarse fiber of the 
wheat.

Transferring Photos to Wood. 


A method of transferring pictures to 


wood is given in the Electrical Experl- 
nenter by V. C. Mcllvaine, as follows: 


Dissolve salt in soft water; float

The wood should be of bird's-eye ma- 
ple or other light-colored hardwood.

Take the picture from the water, dry

Breaking in upon the varied activities 


of soldiers from the Gettysburg camp who 
were visiting in Hanover Thursday night, 
• squad of 50 monnted policemen round- 
ad up nearly 200 of the khaki clad lads 
•boat 10 o'clock and, after forcing them 
to remain for parts of the night on Me* 
Allister Field, ia Hanover, marched them 
afoot back to camp in three separate 
•quads on Friday morning. The soldiers 
had dieobeyed the ruling of the camp in 
going there, the quarantine birring their 
presence in Hanover because of the ty- 
phoid fever prevailing there still being in 
effect. The appearance of the monnted 
officials was totally unexpected, and it 
took the men completely by surprise. 
Many endeavored to make their escape, 
but the police had planned tbeir cam- 
paign well that very few were able to get 
away. Many were taken from girls whom 
they were accompanying, despite appeals 
of the men. and bunched into the Square. 
One of the divisions of police went imme- 
diately to the fair grounds, and there a 
group of 80 men were secured. To pre- 
vent men from escaping the town in ma 
chines guards were stationed at each of 
the roads entering the town, and every 
vehicle that passed out was searched be- 
fore it was allowed to proceed. 


Hanover is to be one of the district 


headquarters for the home defence police 
of York county, an organization that is to 
be formed within the near future. Be- 
tween 400 and 500 men of the county are 
to compose the company, and these will 
be divided into squads for various dis 
tricts that are to be selected. Each of 
these districts will have a platoon com 
mander in charge of the district platoon. 
There will be a commander in-chief for 
the whole company. As a temporary 
measure Grear Ilersh, chairman of the 
safety comiiiittee, will act as commander 
for the county and after all the organiza- 
tions are completed a permanent platoon 
commander for the county will be ap- 
pointed.
